The heavy Russian artillery 
is bombarding the fortifications of Jaroslav.’’

PARIS, Sept. 19.- 
Some know her only through her cathedral, 
six of the Kings of France, and where the stained glass windows, 
those in the cathedrals of Chartres and Burgos, Spain, were the 
beautiful in all the world. Children knew Rheims through the wicked 
magpie which the Archbishop excommunicated; and their elders, if they 
Rheims as the place from which champagne comes. 

On Sept. 4 the Germans entered Rheims, and occupied it until the 
seventeenth, when they retreated to the hills north of the city, without 
fighting. But the day before yesterday the French forces, having en. 
tered Rheims, the Germans bombarded the city with field guns and how 
itzers. Rheims is 56 miles from Paris, but though I started at an early 
hour, so many bridges have been blown up that I did not reach Rheims 
until 3 o’clock in the afternoon. At that hour the French artillery, to 
the east at Nogent and immediately outside the northern edge of.town,. 
was firing on the German positions, and the Germans were replying, 
many of their shells falling in the heart of the city. 

The proportion of those that struck the cathedral, 
an hundred yards of it, to those falling on other buildings, was about six 
So what damage the cathedral suffered was from blows delivered 
not by accident, but with intent. As the priests put it, firing on the 
church was “expres” (of set purpose). 

Cathedral Dominates Countryside Like Rock of Gibraltar. 

The cathedral dominates not only the city, but the countryside. It 
rises from the plain as Gibraltar rises from the sea, and as the pyramids 
rise from the desert. And at a distance of six miles, as you approach 
from Paris along the valley of the Marne, it has more the appearance 
of a fortress than a church. But when you stand in the square beneath 
and look up, it is entirely eccesiastical, of noble and magnificent propor. 
tions, in design inspired, much too sublime for the Kings it has crowned, 
and almost worthy of the King in. whose honor, 700 years ago, it was

Beneath it, bathed in crimson light, where 
for generations French men and women have knelt in prayer, where Joan 
of Arc helped place the crown on Charles VII, was piled three feet of 
dirty straw, and on the straw were gray-coated Germans, covered with 
the mud of the fields, caked blood, white and haggard from the 
loss of it, from the lack of sleep, rest and food.

LONDON, Sept. 22.—The silence of the British authorities 


regarding naval operations in the North Sea was suddenly broken 
this afternoon by announcement of a disaster to the British navy, 


which, according to official information, has suffered the loss of 


three armored cruisers, sunk by German submarines. 

The victims of this brilhant stroke on the part of the German 
fleet are the Cressy, the Aboukir and the Hogue, sister ships, each 
guns and carrying a crew of 795 officers and men. 

The loss of life among the crews of these three vessels probably 
will be heavy, although a considerable number of men were picked 
up by the cruiser Lowestoft, a division of torpedo-boat destroyers 
and some trawlers. 

Neither the time nor the scene of the disaster is given in the 
official report, which says: 

The British warships Aboukir, 
been sunk in the North Sea by submarines. 
A considerable number of the crews of these vessels were 
saved by H. M. 8S. Lowestoft and by a division of torpedo boat 
and their boats also aided in the work

The warships Aboukir, Hogue and Cressy were cruisers of the 
same type. Their tonnage, armament, etc., were identical. These 
vessels had a displacement. of 12,000 tons, were 440 feet long, 69.5 
feet wide. and drew 26 feet of water. Each one had a comple- 
ment of 755 men, including officers and crew. 

These three cruisers had armaments consisting of two 9.2-inch 
guns, 12 6-inch guns, 12 12-pounders and five 3-pounders. The 
Aboukir and the Cressy were built at Govan in 1900 and the Hogue 
was built at Barrow in the same year. 

The announcement of the loss of the three warships came 
when the British public was cheered by a speech made in Liverpool 
last night by Winston Churchill, first Lord of the Admiralty, in 
which he said he had hopes that the British navy would yet be 


able to settle affairs with the German navy 
If the Kaiser’s ships would not come out and fight, he said, 


they would be dug out ‘‘like rats out of a hole.’’ 

Each of the ships lost cost $4,000,000. The cost of a subma- 
rine is between $400,000 and $650,000. 

One of the theories advanced is that the Aboukir, Hogue and 
Cressy were sent by the British commander of a larger fleet near in 
to shore, possibly at Helgoland, to lure German warships out with- 
in range of the more powerful ships of the British North Sea fleet. 

The ships thus used as a gambit were old enough to be sacri- 
ficed, and still had sufficient speed to draw all pursuers well oug 
to sea.

Corres pondent Says German Right Has 
‘ Fallen Back 7 Miles in Two Days

ON THE BATTLE FRONT, via Paris, 
Sept. 21.—The western wing of the Ger- 
man line has been thrust back about 
seven miles during the last 48 hours, as 
a@ sequel—to continuous fighting night 
and day. 


Both armies, despite almost superhu- 
m fatigues, show the utmost deter. 
mination not to yield an inch of ground 
without a terrible struggle, but the 
fresher troops at the disposal of the al- 
lied commanders have gradually forced 
the Germans to recede. 

The Turcos are adding daily to their 
record of daring achievements. Late 
last night (Sunday), in a costly bayonet 
encounter, they broke through the Ger- 
man lines, firing only a few shots, and 
recaptured and brought back four field 
guns which the French troops had 
abandoned the previous day. They 
seemed to disdain the murderous rifle 
and machine gun fire poured into them. 


Movements Made With Caution. 
Cold steel again played a considerable 
part today in the battle of the enor- 
rrous hosts fighting along the Aisne. 
the Otse and Woevre. The most re- 
markable point about the encounters 
is that the troops scarcely see each 


other before they actually come hand tu 
hand. : 

The recklessness displayed at the be- 
ginning of the hostilities with the re- 
sultant carnage through the machine 
guns almost has disappeared and every 
movement of the attacking and defend- 
ing troops is carried out with the ut- 
most caution until the moment of actuai 
contact. 

The Germans have suffered most in 
these ehgagements, for the French 
troop: from Africa and the British in- 
fantry are adepts with the bayonet. 

Men Have Faith in Joffre. 

Gen. Joffre, who is enjoying robust 
health, holds in his hands every phase 
of the battle. Behind the firing line, 
the commander of the allies confers 
daily with the Generals in charge of 
the various allied forces. He has cre- 
ated a feeling of the greatest cheerful- 
ness and confidence among the officers 
and men by his absolute indifference to 
political and other influences and by his 
desire to spare them sacrifices. 

The country behind the French army 
rapidly is being repopulated. Herds of 
cattle and sheep mingle with supply 
trains along the roads leading to thie 
north.

ITH ever growing insistence, in 
W the past . few days, the dis? 
patches from Paris and London 
have described the peril threatening the 
German right flank, while all official 
communications have discreetly avoided 
any reference to operations north of 
Noyon and Lassigny. Yet it is plain at 
a glance that if the Germans are to be 
turned out of their present position, the 
decisive action must come from the 
west, and repeated reports that Von 
Kluck is retreating all assume the suc- 
cess of such a movement. 

To explain this flanking operation, it 
is necessary first of all to indicate the 
exact position. of the Germans. At the 
battle of the Marne, Von Kluck’s pre- 
cipitate retirement was compelled by. a 
drive at his rear and right across the 
Ourcq River by the garrison of Paris. 
coincident with .an advance upon his 
front by the British south of the Marne. 
To. save his army, Von Kluck started 
north hurriedly, and did not. stop until 
he reached Noyon and Svissons, hearly 
70 miles away. 

At this point Von Kluck’s right 
was protected temporarily from flank 
attack, because from Noyon north, 
west of the Oise, the Germans had 
prepared a line of’ fortifications 
stretching through Chauny and St. 
Quentin. His rear, as he retreated, 
was equaily protected by intrencn- 
ments running exactly «at right an- 
gles to those on his right flank from 
Noyon through Soissons and” Cra- 
onne, and then south, just éast of 
Rheims toward the Argonne. East 
of Soissons the line was held by Von 
Buelow, Von Hausen and the Grand 
Duke Albrecht, whose armies had 
fallen back, keeping pace with Vor 
Kluck. 


Check at Soissons. 

When the allies reached the Aisne, 
after a headlong pursuit of Vor 
Kiuck, they were brought to arm ab- 
rupt halt by the defensive works 
about Soissons. This was Sept. 12. 
Thereafter the allied forces were 
compelled to. attack the Germans 
about Soisssons by frontal attack and 
by trench work north of the Aisne. 
In the past 10 days they have very 
slowly but steadily advanced here, 
crossing the Aisne, taking the 
Craonne Plateau and driving the Ger- 
mans north toward Laon and La Fere 
beyond Lette. 

Meantime, west of the Oise, the army 
of Paris, which originally compelled the 
retirement of Von Kluck, has been striv- 
ing to get in on his right flank again. 
To do this, it was necessary first to 
crive the Germans from the hills about 
which are at the point of inter- 
section of the two sides of the right 
angle formed by the German position 
from Belgium to Metz. Here heavy ar- 
tillery, solidly placed, has made attack 
exceedingly difficult and slow. 

In addition, the allies have endeavored 
tc strike the German right above Noyon. 
But here topographical conditions are 
favorable io the Germans, The Noyor 
hills separate the Somme from the Oise, 
from them the Somme flows northwest 
fcr many miles, opening out into a 
broad, deep marsh, difficult to pass al- 
ways, but exceedingly difficult in the 
rresent rainy season, This natural flank 
protection extends as far as Peroune. 
Behind it, the city of St. Quentin, on a 
hill, gives a further flank protection. 

But north of Peronne the country ‘s 
fairly level, and once the French had 
encircels the Somme marshes, going 
west of them by Amiens and then turn- 
ing east by Bauspanne, they would be 
squarely on the German flank. This 
they seem to have done, for recent dis- 
patches report fighting at Le Catelet 
end Roisel, north and east of Peronne.

torial forces acting in the Artois and 
Manders region, have reached Le Cate.

His army is again between the 
blades. of the allied scissors. If the 
pressure on hia-flank ultimately breaks 
in his defense,.then his retreat to Cen- 
tral Belgium is cut off, and he will have 
io retire, not by the Sambre, 
the Meuse, a difficult feat, because 
he will then be moving on the natura! 
line of retreat of Von Buélow. 

Of course, if the Germans attacking 
thie’ British at Soissons, the French be- 
tween Craonne and Rheims, and also at 
Noyon, could break through, then the 
French attack on their right flank would 
collapse, and tlie force making it would 
he in a precarious position, cut off from 
Paris and likely to be driven back 
upon the coast. To accomplish this, the 
Germans have been making desperate 
uttacks for days before Soissons, Rheims 
and from Noyon. But all these at- 
tacks have failed, while the right flank 
pressure must necessarily increase stead- 
ily. 

To keep their foothold in France, the 
Germans must presently break througl 
the allied lines between the Oise and 
Rheims and on the line..of the Aisne. 
Failing in this, their retreat to save 
their communications is inevitable. The 
failure of the attempt so far, with the 
growing belief that the French flank 
move is getting home, explains the re- 
ports from London and Paris that the 
German right is again retreating, and 
that Von Kluck is cnce more endeavor- 
ing to eScape from a scissors-blade 
Ganger. 

Retreat Foreshadowed. 

That news, whiecn will be indicative 
or allied success, must come from St. 
Quentin and towns to the, north. 
Reports of French successes here will 
be wholly conclusive proof of the ap- 
proach of German retreat. Such a 
retreat cannot stop much short of the 
frontier. The rumor that the Germans 
are fortifving a line from Valenci- 
ennes to Mons foreshadows such a 
retirement, and the effort to protect 
the right flank-in a position which 
would stretch along the French fron- 
tier from Valenciennes to Metz. At 
Mons either line would connect with 
the German army standing in Bel- 
gium, 

Such a retreat would straighten out 
the German line, lessen greatly the ex- 
tent of the exposed flank. reduce the 
number of troops necessary guard 
the flank and communications, bring 
the Germans nearer to their base of 
supplies and give them a far better de- 
fensive position. On the other hand, 
it would resign all advantage gained in 
France and compel them to fight their 
next campaign, not to get to Paris, but 
to retain their hold on Belgium. The 
moral effect of such a retreat, even if 
it were made without serious loss, can- 
not be exaggerated,

WALLS OF RREIMS 
UATHEDRAL STAND: 
INTERIOR RUINED 


Stories of Bombardment Told by 
Correspondents Lately 
the City. 
By Associated Press. , 

LONDON, Sept. 22. 2:20 a. m.—The cor- 
respondent of the Daily Telegraph at 
Rheims sends this story of the situation 
there: 

‘Rheims, wreathed in smoke and echo» 
ing with the boom of cannonading, pre- 
sents a forlorn and disconsolate sight. 
Everywhere there is evidence of the 
damage done by the shells of the big 
howitzers. Wholesale houses are seen 
with their interior smashed into a shape- 
less mass of brick, mortar and wood. 

‘‘Around the cathedral hardly a house 
escaped damage. In front of the cathe- 
dral stands a statuegof Joan of Are. 
The figure is unscatched, but the horse 
and pedestal are chipped and. seared 
by shells and the flames. 

“At first sight the exterior of the 
cathedral does not appear to be much 
damaged, although the masonry is 
chipped, scarred and whitened by count- 
less shrapnel shells, while many carved 
figures and gargoyles have been broken 
off. 

“In the doorway stiJ! stands the crip- 
pied beggar who has sought alms there 
for many years. He maintained his 
post througnout the bombardment, and 
like a statue he stands covered with 
dust, pebbles and glass. The man was 
unharmed. He was crippled in the war 
oft 1870. 

‘“‘An examination of the interior shows 
trat nearly 50 shells have found lodge- 
ment, but luckily, the range being very 
great, the solid stone work of the build- 
ing has resisted the successive shocks. 
It was the ancient and priceless glass 
of the windows which suffered the most. 
ln the center of the vault, the great 
candelabra which hung from the roof 
lies broken in the center of the floor, 
amid a mass of debris. 


“The general impression is that the 
cathedral can be restored, although most 
of its priceless decorations are ruined. 

“Some of the German wounded ar 
still in the cathedral. Several of them 
were killed by shrapnel bullets during 
the bombardment, as well as at least 
one of the French soldiers attendins 
them. 

“German aeroplanes hovered over 
Rheims while the bombardment was n 
progress, doubtless to report the sue. 
of the cannonading. They flew 
very high and the French soldiers did 
not fire at them.”’ 

The Dally Mail correspondent at 
Rheims under date of Sunday. sends 
this description of the scenes there:

The Germans were using howitzers. Where shells hit in the street they.

though a water main had burst. When one hit a house that house had to 
be rebuilt. Before they struck it was possible to follow the direction of} 
the shells by sound. It was like the jangling of many telegraph wires. 

A hundred yards north of the cathedral I saw a house hit at the third 
story. The roof was of gray slate, high and sloping, with tall chimneys. 
When the shell exploded, the roof and chimneys disappeared. You did not 
see them sink and tumble; they merely vanished. They had been a part 
of the sky line of Rheims; then a shell removed them and another roof, 
15 feet lower, became the sky line. 

French Soldiers Seem “Fit”? in Contrast With Germans. 

I walked to the edge of the city, to the northeast, but at the outskirts 
all the streets were barricaded with carts and paving stones, and when I 
wanted to pass forward to the French batteries the officers in charge of 
the barricades refused permission. At this end of the town, held in reserve 
in case of a German advance, the streets were packed with infantry. The 
men were going from shop to shop trying to find one the Germans had'‘not 
emptied. Tobacco was what they sought.

ROME CHEER FOR 
THE ALLIED ARMIES 


Crowd Gathers Before Embassy, 
Crying, ‘“‘Long Live England, 
Italy’s Friend.” 


From a Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch and London Daily News. 


(Copyright, 1914, by Press Pub, Co.) 

ROME, via London, Sept. 22.—At yes- 
terday’s anniversary celebration of the 
occupation of Rome thousands of per- 
sons gathered in front of the British 
embassy. Cheering for the British was 
interspersed with shouts of ‘Long Live 
England, Italy’s friend!’’ 

When a Union Jack was raised near 
the embassy the applause and cheering 
Was renewed, the more enthusiastic 
Italians tossing their hats into the air. 

These demonstrations were preceded 
by a procession of fully 100,000 persons 
through the principal streets. Every 
reference to the British and the allies 
met with outbursts from the paraders.

Attitude Toward England. 

Reverting to the English, he 
claimed 

‘You in America are accustomed tc 
think of the English as a bluff, hearty, 
downright, unsubtle race, fond of sport 
and the open air. Well, all I can say 
to that is that they are certainly fond 
of sport and the air. There has never 
been a race of diplomats their equais 
in shrewdness, subtlety and a sleep- 
less eye on the,main chance since time 
began.”’ 

“Please illustrate.’’ 

“Well, then, there is no disguising 
the fact that for a time at least, prior 
to the growth of the Japanese question 
in your country, you considered us— 
shall we say—vour chief politica! rivals. 
Now you have shifted that feeling to 
the Japanese and all this time vou 
have considered England your first 
friend.” 

“She made herself so,’’ T said. 

‘Precisely my point. She made ner- 
self so; she began to talk of vour 
cousinships with a degree of warmth 
in direct ratio to your degree of 
strength, because she has the only 
thing in the world you really need to 
round out your boundaries.” 

“You mean Canada?’ 

“T mean Canada. Of course, I realize 
it is inconceivable you will ever, or at 
least soon, attempt to take it, but why? 
Because Great- Britain has realized so 
cleverly. that the only possible way in 
which she can defend it is by makine 
you her friend and putting you on 
honor. 

Engiand and Her Rivals. 

“You are the only people who can get 
at England while she commands the 
sea, and she has disarmed you by this 
comparatively recent friendship. When 
Canada is filled up with 650,000,000 or 
60,000,000 people and you have a 3000- 
mile border, most of it without natural 
defense, and you begin—as you will 
unless human nature changes vastly— 
to tax yourselves on both sides of that 
imaginary line for soldiers and forts 
and more soldiers and more forts, until 
at last a spark sets off the conflagra- 
tion—in that day you or your sons wili 
agree with my feelings now, that when 
it comes to diplomatic affairs England 
is quite alone, in a class all by herself. 
She combined Europe against Louis 
XIV, against Louis XV, against Napo- 
leon, against Russia in the Crimea, and 
now against us. 

“Whoever her first rival has been 
she has combined Europe against him. 
She fought you when you were weak: 
she lent her aid to the effort to split 
your republic in the Civil War, and 
now that you are strong and her do- 
minions are yours for the org she 
is your best fnend. ‘She sete Japan 
on us and uses Japan to guard India.” 


British Diplomacy. 


“The English take credit to them- 
selves for many excellent qualities, but 


ex- 


‘of that quality in which they are su- 


premely pre-eminent—diplomacy—they 
make little mention. They believe the 
geas belong to them by divine right, and 
most of the yellow, black and brown 
races for exploitation. Yet when we 
strive for our fair place in the sun they 
go to war with us the first time our 
hands are full, and blame us for the 
war, and your people, reading their ca- 
ble dispatches, applaud them. However, 
we shall conquer this unholy alliance 
against us, for Germany is one in its 
determination to live.” 

“If you are shut from the seas,” I 
asked, “how long can you subsist on 
yourselves?” — 

“tintil the next harvest is In,’’ he an- 
swered. “That has all been gone into 
carefully. Our enemies who have delud- 
ed themselves into the hope we shall 
starve will be disappointed in that as in 
other things. We shall lack somewhat 
in tea. coffee, cocoa and other tropical 
products, but of bread, meat, potatoes 
and sugar we have ample on hand till 
the next harvest. We would like some 
of your cotton, though, and copper. But 
we have plenty of hides, leather, coal, 
iron, petroleum, lumber and chemicals.” 

‘tow will you finance the war?’ 

“Within ourselves, by war taxes and 
internal laws. For instance, we have 
never had an inheritance tax. Now we 
shall. Likewise heavier duties on beer 
and tobacco.” 

“You will make no external loans— 
borrow no money from abroad?” 

“No, none.”’ 

“As to a war indemnity from France, 
if you occupy Paris?’ 

“France chose to appeal to the God 
of Battles,” he answered. “We asked 
her to stay out. She chose war, and 
now she shall have it, with all its con- 
sequences,”’

YOUTH CONFESSES 
TO TRPLE KILLING 
ON KANSAS FARM 


Ward of Murdered Man Tells 
Officers He Was Avenging 
Mother and Sister. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GREAT BEND, Kan., Sept. 22.—-The 
niystery of the triple murder on a 
farm near this city Sept. 9, was solved 
today when officers announced that 
they hada complete signed confes- 
sion from Tommy White, 21 years old, 
of this city, that it was he who 
killed Lee Morgan, Miss Mayme Mc- 
Quillan and Clarence McGugin. The 
youth was under suspicion from the 
start, but was not arrested until this 
morning. The confession implicates 
an accomplice, whose name White 
has not disclosed. 

Young White was a ward of Lee Mor- 
gan and was reared by Mr. and Mrs. 
Morgan before they were divorced. The 
boy stayed at the Morgan house with 
Morgan and Mayme McQuillan, Mor- 
gun's 
most of the time. McGugin was a farm 
hand. White says that he often tried 
to break away from the influence of 
the place, but always was induced to 
go back and that he ‘had the right to 
kill them.,’’ 

His parents, White declares in his 
confession, Were separated when he was 
a child because of Morgan and that his 
young sister was wronged by Morgan. 

The murder was to avenge his sister 
and mother, the youth declares. 

The confession recites that White and 
his accomplice went te the Morgan 
farmhouse the night of the murder and 
first shot Morgan, who was elderly, 
through a window while he was seated 
at the supper table. When his sister- 
in-law stooped over him they shot her 
to death. McGugin, the farm hand. 
tried to escape, and fearing that he 
had been recognized, White shot him

Mrs. Cora Greenlaw Negotiates

When the residence of Mrs. Cora 
Greenlaw of 1069 McCausland avenue was 
robbed, Sept. 14, stocks and bonds to 
the face value of $6000, the property of 
Harry D. Weber, a roomer, and several 
hundred dollars’ worth of jewelry and 
silverware belonging to Mrs. Greenlaw 
were stolen.

Two days after the robbery Mrs. 
Greenlaw received a letter in which the 
writer said she could recover her prop- 
erty if she would offer a reward. If 
the deal was to be closed the writer 
said an advertisement should be in- 
serted in the “lost and found” column 
of a newspaper. 

Last Friday Mrs. Greenlaw received 
another letter in which they writer said 
that no definite amount had been stat- 
ed in the advertisement ag a reward 
and as the risk of restoring the papers 
was great, the writer wished that a 
definite price be fixed, 

Friday evening Mrs. Greenlaw adver- 

tised that $100 reward would be paid 
for the return of the papers. Sunday 
afternoon Mrs. Greenlaw was called to 
a drug store telephone, where some 
i'man tried to make an appointment with 
her to return the stocks and bonds. 
Mrs. Greenlaw had carried on th2 
negotiations in the newspaper under the 
name of Mrs. Weber, although Weber is 
not married and is not in the city. Mrs. 
Greenlaw pretended she could not un- 
derstand the man at the telephone and 
asked him to write her another letter 
fixing the place where she was to meet 
him, 
Yesterday morning a boy brought her 
a note in which the writer said he 
would have his ‘‘man’’ meet her on 
Market street, near Eighteenth street. 
Mrs. Greenlaw was instructed to dress 
entirely in black, carry a newspaper in 
her left hand and walk east on Market 
street until she met the man, who would 
speak to her. 


Called by Telephone. 
This meeting was supposed to be be- 


tween 11:36 o’clock and noon. Mrs, 
Greenlaw was preserving fruit and was 
unable to get ready at the appointed 
hour and at 1 o’clock someone called on 
a drug store telephone and inquired 
why she had not met him. 

Mrs. Greenlaw, who had communicat- 
ed with Detective Chief Allender, said 
she would leave her home at 2 o’clock. 
The man on the telephone told her to 
carry out the instructions in the note 
and to be sure not to have policemen 
following or observing her, as her every 
movemént was being watched.

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U.S. ASKS SAFETY 
FOR PRIESTS AND 
NUNS AT VERA CRUZ 


State Department Requests Car- 
ranza Government to Protect 
Religious Refugees. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The State 
Department today asked the Carranza 
Government to guarantee the safety of 
the priests and nuns gathered at Vera 
Crug seeking a means to leave the coun- 
try. Consul Canada reported that about 
220 were destitute. Thirty-two of the 
priests desire to go to Havana but the 
wishes of the other religious refugees 
has not been determined. 

Delay in Troop Withdrawal. 

The withdrawal of the troops from 
Vera Cruz will be delayed several days. 
Instead of Oct. 1 it will be nearer Oct. 
16 or Nov. 1 before they are able to 
leave. The delay is made necessary, 
Secretary Garrison said, by the negdtia- 
tions with the Mexican central Goverr- 
ment for taking over Vera Cruz and 
“settling accounts.’’ 

Merchants in Yera Cruz and Mexico 
seneraliy fear that if the United States 
does not obtain a pledge from Carranza 
not to levy a second customs and other 
assessments, he will do s0, regardiess 
of how much the United State turns 
over to the Government. Secretary 
Garrison said that, _unless Carranza 
agreed to this, the assessment madq by 
the United States, if it had not been 
expended, ‘would be returned to the im- 
porters. 

he troops will be returned to Texas 
City, where they will go into camp. The 
marines will go to Norfolk, Charleston, 
Philadelphia and Boston. 


‘ Hamburg-American Case. 

No dispositign has been made of the 
case of the Hamburg-American steam- 
ship company. Shortly after the seizure 
of Vera Cruz the Ypirangi and Babaria 
of that line made stops on the Mexican 
coast for which the ships’ manifests did 
not provide, against the laws of Mex- 
ito. This was done, American naval of- 
ficers at Vera Cruz said, to land arms 
and ammunition for Huerta. 

A fine of 800,000 pesos was Imposed on 
the two vessels. The company gave 
bonds and asked to be allowed to pre- 
sent its side of the tase before the fine 
was made collectable. Secretary Garri- 
son granted the request. He said he 
would take it up in a day or so. 

Gen. Agullar, who commanded the 
revolutionist troops in the Tampica dis- 
trict, has been named military governor 
of the Vera Cruz-Tampico district and 
instructed by Carrangza to take over 
Vera Cruz when Gen. Fuston evacuates 


Kew Disquicting Reports. 
Although yesterday’s official reports 


indicated that the friction between Gen. 
Obregon and Gen. Villa was of an in- 
significant character, there was a pes- 
simistic tone in the advices from Mex- 
ico which reached here today. The 
trouble in Scnora has given rise to the 
fear among some observers that Villa 
may attempt to quell the disturbance 
there independent of Carranza’s orders. 

Everything seems to depend, officials 
believe, on the outcome of the nationa! 
convention on Oct. 1, as it is already re. 
alized both here and in Mexico that a 
contest will ensue between the Carranza 
and Villa factions for political control 
of the assembly.

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CIVILIZE CHRISTENDOM. 

In Gen. Bernhardi’s book on war, significant 
excerpts from which were published in the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch, there is not a trace of the 
fundamental ideas of Christian civilization. Might 
is right; stronger nations should conquer and 
despoil weaker nations; territory should be seized 
whenever it is wanted by nations able to take it; 
honorable intentions and treaty obligations must 
be thrown aside when national interest and ex- 
pansion requires it; everything should be sac- 
rificed to ‘necessities’ of militant imperialism; 
force as a means of realizing national ambitions 
and expanding national power should not be lim- 
ited by feeble and foolish notions of liberty, 
justice and humanity—all obstacles to these ends 
must be crushed. 

Yet foreign as these doctrines are to Christian- 
ity it must be admitted that in varying measure 
they govern the conduct of most nations which 
profess to be Christian. 

The nations as organized peoples distinct from 
the individuals composing them are uncivi- 
lized. Before we can hope for permanent peace 
we must civilize them. We will not say Chris- 
tianize them, because Christianity has so many 
phases and angles. But we must bring them to 
that standard of civilization which great bodies 
of the populations of Christendom have reached 
as individuals and communities. 

There are sO many gods in Christendom the 
nations are still wandering in the wilderness of 
tribal gods. Each one has its: god who directs 
its councils, supports its policies and fights on 
the side of its battalions. Each Emperor has a 
divine aid on his staff and a divine ally on the 
battlefield with his army. The rulers of each of 
them, whether imperial or republican, find fusti- 
fication in the will of the national god. They 
invoke his help against the gods and the armies 
of their foes. They cherish the savage sense of 
separateness, self interest and antagonism. 

Is there one nation which believes in the 
validity of the golden rule? Is there one which 
in its general policy does not act upon the theory 
that it is invalid and foolish? 

If we could only bring the nations to a recog- 
nition of one God with a perception of the unity 
of all mankind as his children under his spiritual 
government wars would cease. Surely that is a 
high task which invites the best energies of 
Christian peoples living under unchristian gov- 
ernments. 

But on the secular side nations still maintain 
the silly code duello. Honor must be vindicated 
by force and bloodshed. Questions of honor can- 
not be submitted to arbitration. Nations swagger 
about heavily armed-—they are still revolver 
toters. They live by the barbaric rule of might 
instead of the civilized rule of reason which they 
enforce upon their citizens and subjects. Nations 
do not refer their disputes to courts; they are 
just beginning to establish courts which are as 
yet without authority to enforce their decisions 
and decrees. They are dependent wholly upon 
the will of the disputants. 

In short there is no community of nations 
under laws governing their relationships and ad- 
|justing their interests. The rich fruits of or- 
ganized co-operative civilization is denied them. 
Internation! ethics is a vague and varying stand- 
ard, meither defined nor enforced. 

» Unider the guidance of the wise and good man 
clear of mind and sound of heart who is now in 
the White’ House we have set up a rule of 


% national conduct which approximates the stand- 


‘fard of Christian civilization. We have publicly 
rand definitely put behind us conquest and spolia- 
tion oSour weaker neighbors; we have exempli- 
fied voluntary fair play in dealing with another 
nation. We have placed the interest of other 
peoples above commercial spoils and sordid self 
interest. 

To maintain this standard and improve it and 
to set it up among all the so-called civilized 
nations is a work to which all men of good will 
in the world should devote their ‘energies. It is 
especially the task of the press and of all the 
forces which direct and mold public opinion. 
Out of the present appalling conflict should come 
a new world opinion which will overthrow the 
false theories and sophisms of the autocrats and 
the militarists and will compel governments to 
recognize human relationships and ethical stand- 
ards in the conduct of nations as well as of 
individuals. 

We must civilize Christendom. 
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BUY A MISSOURI BALE. 

In the area comprised by six Missouri coun- 
ties—Dunklin, Pemiscot, New Madrid, Stoddard, 
Butler and Rippey—there is growing today and 
ready to be marketed a crop of cotton amounting 
to 65,000 bales. All this is grown and gathered 
by Missouri white labor. 

The Kennett Commercial Club of Dunklin 
County, is appealing to St..Louisans to come to 
the relief of Southeast Missouri by buying this 
cotton first. It is the kind of cotton which was 
awarded premiums at the Omaha, Portland and 
Buffalo expositions and at the World’s Fair at 
St. Louis. Anyone buying it at 10 cents a pound, 
says the Kennett Commercial Club, will not be 
buying a gold brick, but something worth more 
than the $50 per bale paid for it. Prospective 
‘purchasers should send their names in to the 
club at once. 

Dunklin County alone buys more than $3,000,- 
C00 worth of St. Louis merchandise annually. 
She and her sister counties are surely deserving 
of “first aid” in the St. Louis “buy-a-bale”’ move- 
ment. 

THE DESTRUCTION AT RHEIMS. 

The déstruction of art objects and historic mon- 
uments of architecture has already become a 
feature by which the present war is distinguished 
from preceding wars. 

Berlin itself expressed regret over the ruin at 
Rheims that has plunged all France in national 
sorrow. The courtmartial of a captured Russian 
General for indiscriminate destruction of prop- 
erty and lives in Eastern Prussia is reported. In- 
vaders in the western theater of war and perhaps 
in the eastern also, seem'to make slight effort for 
preserving treasures that represent generations of 
achievement. 

Belgium and Northern France have been a bat- 
tleground for century on century. That dozens of 
beautiful structures in both countries have sur- 
vived even the ferocities of medieval struggles to

quality. Too many crimes are being committed in 
the name of “military necessity.’ It seems to 
be “military necessity” of the same sort as that 
which led to the original invasion of Belgtum. 
In those assets which represent the triumphs of 
culture, this war is going to leave the world poor- 
er than any other war in a thousand years. 

With a ransom of $37,051, it was possible to 
save the wine cellars of Champagne and their 
stores of drink. But the priceless Cathedral of 
Rheims could not be saved. “Military necessity” 
—regretfully but none the less effectively—con- 
signed it to destruction. 
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WHOOPING ’ER UP. 

Our compliments to the Hon. Adolph B. Suess 
who reported the Illinois Democratic convention 
for our esteemed morning contemporary, Amer- 
ica's Soremost Democratic newspaper.

Silver-tongued, smiling and urbane, the 
the gray-hatired leader of Southern Illinois 
Democracy, loved and revered by his close 
personal friends and admired by all for his 
stanch and loyal services to the Democratic

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STAGNATION IN HIGH PLACES. 

We have another fine example of the growing 
spirit of American bureaucracy in the action of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission upon the 
application of Eastern railroads for a rehearing 
of the rate case. The request of the railroads 
is based upon conditions suddenly resulting 
from war. Practically every fact bearing upon 
the problem is known. The railroads are en- 
titled to relief or they are not. More important 
to them and to the country than any relief that 
may be extended is a prompt decision one way 
or the other. 

By postponing an inquiry into the oanten until 
Oct. 19 the commission is acting in harmony 
with its well-established bureaucratic record. 
When it rendered its recent decision refusing 
in most instances the higher rates asked for, it 
had had the matter under consideration in one 
form or another for more than four years. 

War in Europe has interrupted the traffic of 
the railroads and disarranged their finances. If 
the situation which in the opinion of the com- 
mission justified its recent decision has or has 
not been materially changed since it was ren- 
dered, no great amount of testimony or argument 
is needed to establish the fact. Yet the bureau- 
crats cannot get ready even to consider this 
question in less than 30 days. How long then, 
will it be before they can reach a peneremen ? 
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WE UNDERSTOOD, OF COURSE. 
The Globe-Democrat was unduly agitated by

AR brought the flag into the 
VW world. When men first began 
to fight—and the began just 
as soon as there was anybody to fight 
with—the ‘'eader of each little band 
found that he needed an emblem 
round which his followers could rally 
and that could be seen from a dis- 
tance by any of his retainers and 
bring them quickly into the <hickest 
of the fray.

y  gemyy the union with Ireland in 

1801, the flag was changed by cdd- 
ing to it St. Patrick's cross. The three 
crosses of the British flag are placed 
on a blue ground in the corner of @ 
bright red flag. St. George's cross is 
the straight red cross in the center, 
St. Andrew's was a white Maltese 
cross, and St. Patrick’s cross was a red 
cross of the same character, so these 
two crosses are plaaed one over the 
other, the red cross of St. Patrick the 
most conspicuous. The white line show- 
ing on either side or this cross is all 
that appears of the Scotch cross. The 
red cross of St. Patrick is so placed 
that the continuity of its arms is bro- 
ken, that is, the white is broader on 
one side of the red than it is the other. 
This makes the crosses easily distin- 
guishable, and one cannot really be said 
to be on top of the other, as the red 
and white are placed alternately above 
in each arm of the cross.
